David H. Keller, Whose M. 
D. Is Threatened, Prom- 
ises an Awful Battle. 


CHARGE OF QUACKERY. 


Thomas 8S. Hogan, attorney for the 
state board of health, yesterday served 
written notice on Dr. David H. Keller, 
medical director, referee or adjuster for 
forty-five insurance companies, that he 
must erase the “‘ M. D.” from his name or 
face prosecution. 

Dr. Keller admits being wuniicensed, 
but denies practicing. He has retained 
Attorney H. H. Kennedy of the law firm 
of Moses, Rosenthal & Kennedy, to pre- 
vent the erasure, says that Hogan * and 
those back of him can go &s far as they 
like and threatens ta “ expose rotten- 
ness in the medical profession that would 
startle the community.” 


Light on Autopsies. 

Dr. Keller charged Ur. Arthur E. Price 
with “‘framing ’’ on him, and said that 
if Price tried to jam him against the wall 
he would tell some interesting things con- 
cerning the way autopsies are conducted 
in the coroner's office, 

Recently Dr. Pricé and Dr. Keller 

clashed. Both admit it. Dr. Price ac- 
cused Dr. Keller of cutting fees. Dr. Kel- 
ler denied the charge. 
“ But,” said Dr. Price, “ Keller recent- 
ly advised that physicians should be 
watched, and we simply watched and 
caught him without a license.” 


Speech Angers Doctors. 

And here is how it happened: 

The Casualty Underwriters’ association 
of Chicago held a banquet recently, aml 
invited Dr. Keller to give “ expert views 
on the workmen's compensation act.” 
His topic was * Medical Side of Compen- 
sation.”” Several physicians were pres- 
ent, and they were shoeked. There also 
was present a shorthand reporter for 
the Western Underwriter, an insurance 
publication, and the talk was printed. It 
aroused interest, so the insurance men 
decided to have the discourse printed in 
pamphlet form and give it unlimited dis- 
tribution. It has caused a furore in medi- 
cal citcles, and fifty physicians, it te anid, 
nave started after Dr, Keller's scalp. 

Doctors Didn’t Like This, 

Here are some of the words that aroused 
the ire of Dr. Keller's enemies: 

“While I would not have you inter- 
pret my remarks as a reflection upon the 
profession of medicine and of doctors 
of medicine in general, I would rather 
that you understand me distinctly when 
I say that «a physician ought te be 
watched more closely than any other man. 

“A physician has a thousand oppor- 
tunities to steal where the average lay- 
man hes one. Moreover, when a isy- 
man steade he runs a big risk of being 
caught. <A physician runs scarcely any 
risk at all. He can, and often does, 
charge pneumonia prices for treating a 
bad cold; he ean, and often does, frown 
a simple belly ache into appendicitis,” 

Cites Alleged 

The paper geve instances of alleged dis- 

honesty. One dealt with a cleim for $5,000, 


in which " one of the most prominent phy- 
sicians of Chicago" asserted the condi- 
tion was due to an accident, whereas it 
was due to a disease, and when “the 
fraud was exposed the insured settled for 
$436." 


‘Blackmail,” Says Keller. 

Attorney Hogan asserts his threat to 
prosecute Dr. Keller is on “ evidence “ 
that he treated an injured thumb for 
David Jones of 2044 Colorado avenue. 

“It's a case of blackmall,”’ said Dr. 
Keller. “I didn't treat Jones. I simply 
took off the rag Jones had around his 
thumb to examine it, and then rebound 
the thumb. I got that ‘M. D.’ from the 
University and Bellevue Hospital Medi- 
cal college of New York in 1899, and Ho- 
gan or no one else can take it from me.”

PREDICT REVOLUTION 


Big Crowd Attends Services 
for Bomb Victims; 
Police on Guard. 


New York, July 11.—[Special.]—Dyna- 
mite as “ the great equalizer of all men ”’ 
was advocated in fervid language to 10,000 
anarchists and sympathizers who packed 
Union square this afternoon to martyrize 
their comrades, Arthur Caron, Charles 
Berg, and Carl Hanson, killed lest Sat- 
urday while manufacturing a bomb to be 
used against John D. Rockefeller. 

“Never before in the streets of New 
York has anarchy been preached in such 
a frank, fiery manner. 

Alexander Berkman, chairman of the 
funeral arrangements, was the first to 
mount the improvised speaking stand. 
He had a red and black band upon his 
arm and a red carnation pinned to his 
coat. 

The stand was decorated with the an- 
archistic red and the mourning black. 
Surrounding it were banners executed 
in red and black. One proclaimed: 

“Caron, Hanson, and Berg did not die 
in vain.” 

Se ete Calls Victims Martyrs. 

@ come here today,” Berkman said, 
“not to gnoul our three companions, 
but to pay a tribute to the men who have 
been murdered in the cause of humanity. 

“ There are two ways of accounting for 
these deaths. The first is to believe they 
were murdered by the agents of capital, 
—the agents of Rockefeller and his crowd 
—who know their worth and who feared 
them. The Rockefellers have committed 
many other social murders; they would 
not have hesitated to have committed 
this one. 

“ The other possibility is that they were 
killed while engaged in the manufacture 
of a bornb which they intended to use.

Foiled in First Attempt to 
Rob, They Wound Man

One man, an elevated station cashier. 
is in the hospital dangerously wotinded,

perado twing $1.50 in nickels, They es- 
caped under fire in two hot pursuits. 

It was nearing 9 o'clock when the two 
young men in blue walked into the Marsh- 
field avenue station of the Metropolitan 
elevated road. 


He ‘Buzzes’ the Cops. 

They addressed William Noonan of 1580 
West Van Buren street, the cashier. 

“ Open the cage amd up with the méts.”’ 

The pair of blue steel revolvers swung 
pon Noonan with d'ill-like precision. 

“Surely,” he said affably, stepping 
right accurately on @ buzzer switeh in 
the floor. The twing caught the move- 
ment. 

“He's buzzed the cops,” one shouted, 
Noonan stepped nimbly out of the cage 
into a connecting room and a bullet 
plumped into the door jamb behind him. 


Escape Under Fire. 

Two policemen and guards from the 
platform above were coming down the 
steps in long jumps when the “ holdup 
twins "" flashed out the door. A few shots 
were fired at the speeding pair before 
they dodged into the street crowd. 

Edward Duggan, a special officer, took 
the lead and sprinted after the men dodg- 
ing in an out of the crowds. At Harrison 
street he was distanced and abandoned 
the chase. Detectives from the Maxwell 
street station poured into the district and 
scoured the alleys. 

About fifteen mirutes later the “ holdup 
twins,"’ accompanied by a third youth, ap> 
peared at the Twelfth street station of the 
T’ouglas Park branch of the elevated road. 


And Here They Are Again. 

The third man, a jaunty young person 
clad in natty light summer togs, produced 
a revolver and held the attention of the 
crowd in the bootblack stand adjoining 
the station office. The “ twins " strolled 
inside. 

The blue steel revolvers covered Frec 
H. Baker of 1015 Clinton street, Oak Park, 
the cashier. 

“ Shove out the dough.” 

Baker, 50 years old and dignified, made 
a motion to reach under his cash drawer. 

Both revolvers roared and Baker 
dropped. 

Scoop Up Nickels. 

One of the twins reached under the 
wicket and scooped up a handful of 
nickels from the change counter. As they 
bounde@ out Harry Drew of 428 South 


'Marshfield avenue seized the arm of one 
of them and was upset for his pains, 


In the street the twins were joined by 
the third man, who stepped from the 
beotblack stand, and together they raced 
through West Twelfth street and dis- 
appeared in the crowds. 


The detectives called to the Marshfield 


avenue station robbery sped to Twelfth 
street a few minutes too late. 

Baker was found bieeding from a bul- 
let wound directiy through the mouth. 
He was unconscious when an ambulance 
took him to the Presbyterian hospital.

State Sure of Conviction, Asserts

whose mutilated body was found in es 
prairie near Argo last Oct. 5, found him- 
self ensnared in a net of evidence at the 
close of yesterday’s hearing in Judge 
McDonald's court. 

The prisoner was identified by Thomas 
Bursach, 5142 South Hoyne avenue as 
being the man seen in the victim's com- 
pany the night before the murder. Ed- 
ward R. Nierman, a pawnbroker at 3020 
South State street, and William Mays, 
4939 Indiana avenue, a railroad detective, 
testified to having seen in the negro’s pos- 
session a watch and pin identified in court 
as the property of Miss Leegson. 


Will Build Up Strong Case. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Stephen A. 
Malato, who is prosecuting the case, says 
he will build up a strong case against 
tue negro. 

‘I feel safe in predicting that evidence 
introduced today and additional disc.o- 
sures yet to come will result in convie 
tion,” he said. 

Bursach declared he was standing tp 
front of his house on the night of Oct. 4 
when a negro and a young woman pass.d 
him. The negro asked to be directed to 
Fifty-fifth street and Seeley avenue. 

“Is that the man you saw with the 
woman?” asked Malato, pointing at the 
prisoner. 

‘Yes, I paid only little attention to 
it at the time, but after I heard of the 
murder 1 recalled t@e incident.” 

Bursach said the young woman resem- 
bled descriptions he had heard of the 
murdered victim. 


Jewelry Like Slain Girl’s. 

Mays said he had met the negro in the 
railroad yards at- West Seventy-fifth 
‘street and South Western avenue.

Nierman testified that a negro who gave 
his name as J. Leegson had pawned the 
watch at his shop on Oct. 5.

“ When 1 asked him what the letters 
stood for, he said they were the initials 
of his sister, Ida G. Leegson,”’ said Nier- 
man. “” He said he lived at Thirty-ninth 
and State streets.

PARENTS ARE WEALTHY. 


Strange Attorney Endeavors in 
Vain to Lecate Infant.

Baby Left on Evanston Porch. 

Therefore they took the unwelcome in- 
fant to Evanston, placed it in an ornate 
taby carriage, and after dark had fallen 
wheeled the carriage on to the front porch 
of Mrs. Chester T. Bradford, 1320 Grove 
street, and left it there. 

Mrs. Bradford, wakened by the wail of 
the abandoned infart, took it into her 
Lome. The baby was sickly. She called 
in a physician and later put the child in a 
Lospital. 

When health returned to the little 
stranger Mrs. Bradford placed it tn the 
care of the Illinois Children’s home in 
Evanston, and shortly afterwards it was 
adopted. 


Parents Come Into Fortune. 

Now, it seems, the father and mother of 
the baby have come into possession of 
their parents’ riches. They live in Michi- 
can. They have several other children, 
but they want their first born. 

They engaged an attorney, said to be a 
relative, to look up the matter. He went 
to the Bradford home, making inquiries. 
He. touched on the sorrow felt by baby’s 
parents and pictured the good home they 
would give the child, but Mra, Bradford 
refused to tell him who had adipted it. 


Attorney Searches Newspaper Files 

The attorney then wert to the office of 
the Evanston Index and looked through 
the files. His name, his client's identity, 
and the present custodians of the child 
are known only to the Index, according to

8 WARDS HAVEBEST HEALTH 


North and Northwest Sides 
Show Good June Record. 


SEVENTEENTH IS WORST. 


Loses Most Babies and Has Five 
Fatal Contagious Cases. 


The north and northwest sides carried 
off the honors for the month of June in 
point of absence of disease. A special 
bulletin issued yesterday by Health Com- 
missioner George B. Young, shows that 
not a single death occurred during the 
month in the Twenty-fourth, Twenty-- 
fifth, and Twenty-sixth wards from con- 
tagious diseases. These wards lie in the 
territory bounded by Kedzie, Belmont, 
and Howard avenues and the lake. 

The worst record is held by the Seven- 
teenth ward, which is bounded by the 
north branch of the river, Weet Division 
street, Ashiend avenue, and West Kin- 
zie street. Besides losing the most ba- 
bies, the Seventeenth ward tied with the 
Ninth, Tenth, Twelfth, and Twentieth 
wards in having five deaths from conta- 
gious diseases. In the Seventeenth ward 
all five deaths were due to diphtheria. 


Two Tie on Babies’ Deaths. 

The Eighth ward, in South Chicago, and 
the Nineteenth, just west of the river, in 
the Ghetto, tied for second place to the 
Seventeenth by reporting the deaths of 
eighteen babies each, one less than the 
Seventeenth. 

The honor of the south side was upheld 
by the Sixth ward, the Hyde Park resi- 
dential district, which reported the few~- 
est deaths among babies. The infant 
mortality record of the Sixth ward was 
six. 

Thirty-one wards reported no deaths 
from typhoid fever, the unlucky districts 
being the Ninth, Tenth, Twelfth, and 
Nineteenth wards. 


Twenty-seventh Grows Fastest. 

The Twenty-seventh ward, on the north- 
west side, near Irving and Norwood 
Parks, claims the distinction of gruwing 
the fastest during the month with re- 
gpect to the number of residences built. 
Seventy-nine homes were erected during 
June. The Twenty-ninth ward in Cicero 
was second with seventy-two. 

Dr. Young’s bulletin also shows that 
only seventy-one out of the 2,054 separate 
new apartments started in June are with- 
out bathtubs.

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HON BANK INQUIRY

Bankers Who Give 
Testimony. 


GUARD AGAINST LEAKS, 


Federal and State Examiners 
to Appear Tomorrow Be- 
fore Grand Juries. 


The “lid " is to be clamped down on the 
federal grand jury investigation of the 
La Salle Street bank smash. United 
States District Attorney James H. Wilk- 
erson announced yesterday that because 
of the. importance of the inquiry greater 
sccrecy is to be maintained than in any 
case ever before presented to a federal 
grand jury here. 

4A number of prominent bankers and 
business men have promised to appear 
before the jury on the condition that their 
presence should not be made known. 
Some of them are expectcd to be taken 
secretiy to the grand jury room under 


the wing of a deputy United States mar- 
shal. . 

“ The nature of our investigation ren- 
ders it absolutcly essential that we main- 
tain the greatest privacy of what goeson 
in the grand jury room,” said Mr. Wilker- 
son. “* We can only obtain the test!mony 
necessary for the successful prosecution 
of the men responsible for the failure if 
we proceed with the greatest circum- 
spection. 


Fear Spoiling Case. 

“Much of the evidence needed is of 
such a nature that a mxcre suggestion of 
it is likely to spoil our chances of success. 
After the grand jury has taken action, 
the story of what has happened may be 
given out.” 

The proceedings of federal grand juries 
have always been sacrediy guarded. 
With the great precautions that wil! be 
taken in the bank case, it is anticipated 
that little concerning the important mat- 
ters considered will leak out. 

Two bank examiners e the frst 
grand jury witnesses in Ring which 
starts tomorrow. Owen T. ves, na- 
tional bank examiner, is expected to ap- 
pear before the federal grand jury, and 
Daniel V. Harkin, the state examiner, 
will go before the state’s attorney's grand 
jury. Both will outline the transactions 
said to have been fraudulent, Mr. Reeves 
in the case of the national bank and Mr. 
Harkin in the case of its successor, the 
state incorporation. 


Insolvency Chief Issue. 
Both District Attorney Wilkerson and 
State's Attorney Hoyne are interested in 
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obtaining evidence which will prove that 
the banks were insolvent, but for differ- 
ent purposes. Mr, Hoyne can prosecute 
the officers and directors of the state bank 
for recetving deposits while insolvent, and 
will make this his main charge before the 

Mr. Wilkerson, on the other hand, can- 
not prosecute on this charge, but can 
charge that false entries were made on 
the books of the national bank in order 
to deceive the bank examiner, if it is 
found that the bank wap apevating while 
insolvent.

“For the purpose of relieving the anxi- 
ety and apprehension of the many friends 
of the Mortons and Helen, and in the hope 
of avoiding further conflicting rumors 
and reports, also any further reference to 
the cage in the press, we ceem it to be the 
part of wisdom to make the following 
stacement: 

“We have at the request of her con- 
servator, carefully and thoroughly ex- 
amined into her mental state and wish 
emphatically to declare that her acts 
have been the manifestations of a mental 
disease and are not a proper subject for 
public concern or comment. 

“We believe that the symptoms of 
disease in an unfortunate patient should 
never be exhibited before the public.

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SAFETY DEVICE 
FOR AEROPLANES 


Yankee Inventors Demon- 
strate Automatic Stabi- 
lizer to Paris Airmen. 


GYROSCOPES GOVERN.

PARIS, July 1.—The French papers 
have given a great deal of space to favor- 
able comment and description of the auto- 
matic stabiliser which Mr, Elmer Sperry 
and his son, Lawrence, of New York have 
perfected for aeroplanes. ; 

I made an ascent with young Mr. Sperry 
at Bezons last week and from the demnon- 
stration the device seems to make aero- 
planes foolproof. I found it particularly 
interesting as I had occasion in Americe 
to go to the Wright factory in Dayton 
just after Mr. Wright showed his atabil- 
izing device to the representatives of the 
Aero Club of America, and I was pretty 
well acquainted with the pendulum and 
vane theory. This, however, is very dif- 
ferent, being governed entirely by gyro- 
scopes. 

The day we went up was disagreeable 
and windy and yet the peroplane cid 
not show the slightest deviation. We 
volplaned automatically, the device regu- 
lating exactly the angle of descent, and 
later Mr. Sperry made a demonstration 
with his mechanician, during which the 
latter crawled out on one of the wings 
and Mr. Sperry stood almost upright with 
his hands above his head. 

The father, who has chargé of a gyro- 
scope producing company ih America, had 
already gone home, but young Mr.Sperry, 
who looks 18 but is 21, explained the de- 
vice. He worked at it with his father and 
is intensely interested in aerodynamics 
and aeronautics. 


Description of Device. - 

The device is small, the present model 
weighing only thirty pounds, and consists 
of four gyroscopes set in pairs, revolving 
in opposite directions to céunteract pre- 
cession. They revolve at:the rate of 
12,000 revolutions a minute and control 
two circles, one of which is always abso- 
lutely horjzontal and the other at right 
angles to it. These circles in turn operate 
valves which govern the steering gear. 

“The gyroscopes cannot be affected,” 
said Mr. Sperry, ‘' by anything but angu- 
lar action. Speed cannot affect. them, 
nor wind. And they think for a man and 
do it twice as quickly as he can for him- 
self. The reaction is instantaneous—for 
instance, if a wing drops an inch, a pilot 
would in all probability never notice it. 
but the gyroscopes register it, and it is 
corrected simultaneously. They keep the 
machine in absolute balance.”’ 

“And if your motor stalls, since the 
gyros are propelled by a generator driven 
by the main engine? ™ 7 

“ They continue to revolve and govern 
the machine for two hours by an ex- 
pressly prepared air tank. And if it took 
you two hours to get down I guess you 
wouldn't land very hard’ When the stab- 
llizer if in operation the controls are 
held rigid and all the pilot need do is 
steer.” 

The two Sperrys have made nearly « 
nundred ascents here and are hopeful of 
winning the recognition and prize of the 
national conference of safety devices for 
aeroplanes.

MONEY ISPLENTY 
IN SWITZERLAND 


Small Republic Now a 
Refuge for Oppressed 
Forelgn Czpital. 


GERMANS INViST MUCH 


Che Mi Times 

LONDON, July 1.—Just as Switzerland 
used formerly to be a refuge for foreign 
exiles and for the oppressed and perse- 
cuted of all lands, so is she now tending 
te become a refuge for foreign capital, 
especially for foreign capital which is 
oppressed and persecuted by a war t: + 
heavier than it wishes to pay. This ten- 
dency has of late been accentuated, not 
only by the introduction of the German 
war tax, but also by the threat of the 
introduction of an income tax into France 
and by the increased income tax imposed 
in England. 


At the time of the introduction of the 
war tax into Germany Swiss bankers sent 
out circulars to large German banks and 
to important manufacturing firms call- 
ing their attention to the advantages of 
investing money in Switzerland. They 
aiso advertised in the leading German 
newspapers pointing out the security of 
capital in Swiss banks and Its freedore 
from government molestation or other in- 
terference. Whether ae a result of their 
efforts or not, a great deal of German 
capital has undoubtedly found its way 
during the last year to Switzerland. so 
much so that the matter recently came 
up for discussion before a committee of 
the Prussian Herrenhaus. 


Evading German War Tax. 

It was elicited in evidence, for in- 
stance, that one important German 
frm in the Rhine provinces had es- 
tablished an estate bank in Switz- 
erland with acapital of £750,000, thus 
depriving the government and mu- 
nicipalities of a considerable amount of 
taxation. Altogether ten different finan- 
celal undertakings were said to havé been 
recently founded in Switzerland with 
German capital, and all of them in the 
endeavor to evade the war tax. WNatu- 
rally the Prussian tax commissioners are 
attempting to devise some means either 
of preventing the exit of German capital 
to Switserland—which would scarcely be 
possible—or of taxing it after it has been 
transferred thither. 


A Recent Financial Development. 

The importance of Switzerland's posi- 
tion In international European finance is 
of recent growth. Its origin may be | 
traced back to the year 1907, when en- 
lightened opinion succeeded in getting the 
better of the cantonal jealousies which 
had go long acted as a drag on the coun- 
try’s financial standing. In that year a 
jaw was passed depriving the cantons of 
the right to issue notes and conferring 
thie right upon one bank, the national 
bank, created in 1907. Previously thirty 
Swiss banks had been entitled to issue 
notes, and foreign investors had no 
knowledge of and no confidence in notes 
issued by all these petty little local bank- 
ing institutions, whose credit, moreover, 
was not always altogether sound. Bince 
Swiss credit has been established partly 


pi the national bank, with the sole right 


of issuing notes, and partly on the can- 
tonal banks (with the guarantee of the 
canton whose name they bear behind 
them), it no longer depends upon the good 
will of the Bank of France or of any other 
bank: and the policy of the Swiss Na- 
Hional bank is 80 directed as to steer & 
middie course between France and Ger- 
pany, thus winning the confidence of 


both countries. 


Earlier Transfers of Capital. 

The idea that Switzerland ought to en- 
deavor to invest capital abroad in order 
not to allow her home money market to 
be giutted is far from new. As long ago 
as 1755 the bank of Leu & Co., stilla well 
known Swiss bank, was established for 
the purpose of finding investments abroad 
for Swiss capital at & higher rate of in- 
terest than that obtainable in Switzer- 
and. About seventy years later, when 
Newitzerland’s neutrality had been guar- 
aateed, capital began of ite own accord 
to flow toward the republic, seeking a 
safe investment there. At first it sere 
chiefly French capital which turned to 
Switzerland, for French financiers took 
into consideration the fact that only e 
small proportion of Swiss government 
and cantonal loans could properly be 
classed a8 unproductively expended [on 
the army, for instance). Thus it came 
about that a large amount of French 
was sunk in Swies railways—in 
Federal railway 8% per cent stock and 
in 4 per cent Jura-Simpion stock, for ex- 


ample. 
Swiss Water Power. 

As time went on German capital be- 
gan to compete for investment in Bwit- 
geriand and to get a foothold there. Thus 
the Allgemeine Elektrizit&tegesellschart 
and other great German firms acquired 
a position in the oguatry, and the fact 
that a number of Swiss manufacturers 
were so anxious for rapid development of 
electrical power in Switzerland, and that 
the country bad no coal supply of her

Many American Commis- 
sions Are There Getting 
Ideas on Everything. 


NOT SERIOUS ABOUT IT, 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, July 11.—Germany is being 
studied, investigated, and combed for 
ideas by an unusual number of American 


commissions and junketing parties this 
| summer. The embassy and consular staffs 
'@re kept busy with applications for cour- 
tesies, permission to visit institutions, 
etc. The German officials are showing 
the greatest patience about this matter. 
One of them said tn a jocular manner one 
day this week: ‘It will probably be nec- 
essary to organize a corps of English 
speaking government guides to take 
Americans about this summer.” 

The only complaint the German officials 
make about these American investigators 
is that they do not take their investiga- 
tions as seriously as the government offi- 
clals would like after they have used 
their time and patience. It frequently 
happens thet when the American embassy 
or oonsulate has made an appointment 
for a German official committee to take a 
party about only two or three and some- 
times only one member appears before the 
committee of three important officials, 
who in frock coats and top hats are ready 
to receive and show the “ party "’ every 
courtesy. 


Prefer the Palais de Danse. 

The trouble is that these visitors, like 
the average tourist, generally commence 
their studies by investigating the famous 
Palais de Danse, or the ice ballet. It is 
then difficult for them to get up early 
enough in the morning to meet the offi- 
cials who have been appointed to show 
them the serious things. 

Berlin is becoming more and more a 
center of attraction for Americans. Ac- 
cording to the police statistics, 3,407 
Americans visited the capital last month. 
In addition to the English speaking pol- 
licemen who wear an American flag op 
their left arms, some of the taxicab drtv- 
ers have adopted the same practice. Sey- 
eral of the big cafés have English speak- 
ing waiters who wear similar badges.

House Ideal for Ambassador. 

The cost of being American ambassador 
to France naturally varies with the rep- 
resentative himself. Mr. Herrick is cred- 
ited with having spent 800,000 francs the 
firet year he was here and his minimum 
outlay is said to have been 40,000 francs 
a month. Robert Bacon, iis immediate 
predecessor, is said to have spent more 
than this, while the expenses of Henry 
White, who preceded Mr. Baton, were 
less, possibly not more than 250,000 francs 
a year. There is nothing official about 
these figures which are conservative esti- 
mates. The house itself, which is emi- 
nently suitable for the residence of an 
ambassador, needs over twenty servants 
‘to run it in @ proper manner.

RIBOT A TITAN 
EVEN IN DEFEAT 


Former Premier of France 
Held as Safest Man in 
the Republic. 


FACED MANY STORMS. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE TRIBUNB.} 

PARIS, July 11,—Alexander Felix Ribot 
is one of a small number of eminent 
French statesmen who are necessary to 
the salvation of the republic. Whenever 
@ serious crisis arises and intrigues of the 
parties in the chamber of deputies 
threaten to involve the present régime, 
then the president turns to Ribot to tide 
affairs over until the republic is again 
safe. 

Although his efforts to form a cabinet 
for the Poincaire administration were de- 
feated by the power of the opposing fac- 
tion, Ribot would, doubtless. were a vote 
of personal confidénce taken, receive the 
support of all parties as the safest public 
man in France. He has had the excep- 
tional fortune to face every storm in this 
land of inclement politics for thirty-six 
years and to have come through with 
serenity and credit. 


Subordinates Self to Country. 

He has been premier in severai cab- 
inets, miaister of the interior, of toreign 
affairs, and of finance in others. In ail 
of these offices his work was of the high- 
est order. When the upheavals of poll- 
tics placed others in command he with- 
drew calmly and cheerfully to his seat 
ip the chamber of deputies and applied 
himself to the public welfaré with good 
conscience and industry in the humbler 
functions of those offices. His record 
stands free from the least sign of re- 
sentment for any of the turns o: poll- 
tics, in which self seems always to have 
been subordinated to country. 

There have been times in his career 
when the presidency brushed across his 
vision. The prospect of that elevation 
had little apparent effect on him. He 
continued to go quietly and steadily about 
his appointed duties. When the prise 
slipped to another he became that other’s 
cheerful supporter and no breath of dis- 
loyalty or of envy ever tainted him. 

Had he been elected president the first 
lady of the land would have been an 
American, his wife, who was Miss Min- 
nie Burch, having come years ago from 
Chicago, where her father wag a banker 

To Ribot France owes the Franco-Rus- 
sian alliance and he had much to do with 
effecting the entente with England. His 
firmness and courtesy were more power- 
ful than any other single influence in 
smoothing out many of the animosit'es 
toward Germany that lingered after the 
Franco-Prussian war. It was In one of 
his terms eas premier that France ac- 
quired her share in the European di- 
vision of zones of control in Africa. 

Always independent of the church 
party he has been steadily courteous and 
considerate with that interest and en- 
joys its full respect. His republicanship 
has remained steadfast and consistent 
and as leader of the progressists he has 
not in any instarice failed to meet the ex- 
pectations of his supporters, although

HARRISON FAILS 
IN ECONOMY. 


New Philippine Governor 
Breaks Promise to Cut 
Expenses of Islands’ 
Administration. 


1 


BY H. J. RELY. 
Eighth Philippine Article. 

MANILA, June 5.—Offé of the first an- 
nouncements Made by the Harrison od- 
ministration in the Philippines was that 
it proposed to make large savings in run- 
ning the government. Now that it has 
been in power practi¢ally six months the 
opportunity is excellent to make an exam- 
ination of what it has or has not done ip 
the direction of economy. 

Its first move was to start to dischasge 
Americans, abolishing their positions en- 
tirely or else filling many of them with 
Filipinos at smaller salaries. 

Every employé of the Philippine govern- 
ment is allowed certain leave of absence 


He may save both the leave and allow- 
ances for @ period not to exceed five years. 
He must serve three years before he takes 
any leave. It has always beerrthe custom 
to-pay these amounts out of current ap- 
propriations. The -hew administration 
has figured out all accrued vacations 
Which could be possibly due to all of the 
employés of the government and hae 
cherged this against the funds allotted 
and appropriated by the past administra- 
ion. This means that theee leaves cre 


counted as an expense of the past admins 
istration. 


Customs Collections Decrease. 
The customs -coiléctions for the six 
months ending Dec. 81, 1913. amounted to 
6,563,315.18 pesos, a decrease of 2,889,762 
peoses from the amount collected during 
the same period in 1912. Most of this rep- 
resents a legitimate décrease and is due to 

wo things—the removal of export duties 
due to the United States tariff act of 1913 
and to the marked decrease in the amount 
of rice imported into fhe country. 

In the first quarter of 1914 the total trade 
of the principal porta of the Philippines 
‘ell off 1 525,500 pesos. The total trade for 
this period was 53,308,108 pesos. Compari- 
sons could be made of different months, 
but they would not be fair indications of 
what is happening bevause the arrival of 
one large ship in- the first days of one 
month where the previous year it had ar- 
rived in the last days of the preceding 
month would make a material difference. 

In general, then, making allowance for 
the falling off of revenue over wiich the 
administration in thése islands has had 
no control, the custoMs receipts show a 
decrease due to a décrease of the total 
amount of business transacted. Incident- 
ally, the cost of collection has been 8.6 
centavos per peso coliected, as against 
1.023 centavos per “peso under the old ad- 
ministration. 


Collector’s Comparison Unfair. 

The cdllector of internal revenue by 
-omparing the first quarter of 1914 with 
the last’ quarter of 1913 showed an in- 
crease in his collections. Thie is not a 
fair comparison for the reason that there 
are @ great many internal revenue taxes 
which fall due in the first quarter of each 
year and are not collected in any other 
quarter, 

For the purpose of comparison, then, 
years must be compafed quarter by quar- 
ter. By this we find the collecticns for 
the first quarter of 1914 show a net de- 
crease of 258,798.09 pésos by comparison 
with the same quarter of 1913. This de- 
crease has been going on since the begin- 
ning of the presentadministration. Upto 
the time Mr. Forbes left there had been an 
increase in the ccilections of internal revy- 
enue of 123,008 pesos over the previous 
year. By September aD, 1913, this increase 
had changed to a decrease of 152,028 
pesos; by Oct. 31, 1018, this decrease had 
reached 170,228 pesos; by Nov. 20, 1913, 
it was 271,126 pesos, and by Dee, 31, 1913, 
had reached a total decreagze of 556,702 
pesos. 

It is worthy of note that this decrease 
not only continued frim month to month, 
tut grew more rapidly in each succeeding 
period. The last Gécrease was 275,¢76 
pesos, or 20,000 pesds greater than the 
total decrease up to Nov. 20. The collec- 
tions for the firet quarter of 1914 show an 
increase in the colle¢tions made on im- 
ported distilled epirits, liquors, wines, 
Cigarets, and matches, but show a re- 
markable decrease cf 190,308.04 pesos in 
the collections from local Manufacturere 
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of practically the same articles 

The auditor's report for the six months 
ended Dec. 31, 1913, show the current sur- 
plus of the government to have decreased 
4,222,997.84 pesos during this period. Of 
this 1,021,822 pesos was due to the falling 
off of revenue; 999,819.62 pesos was due 
to the increase in the expenditures of 
the government. 

Since these ficures were published the 
government and its supporters claim that 
the extravagance was not theirs, but 
was due to the Forbes administration. 
An examination of the facts shows that 
the Forbes administfation appropriated 
from all sources the sum of 32,588,531.09 
pesos for current expenses to run the gov- 
ernment for the entire fiscal year of 1913 
endea June 30, 1914 It is reatonable 
to suppose that it was not the intention 
of the Forbes a@mitistration to spend 
more than one-half of this amount, or 
16, 204,265.54 pesos, for the first six months 
of the year. 

Two months after this allotment and 
appropriation of fubds was made Mr. 
Forbes severed his connection with the 
government. Therefore for the remain- 
ing four months of the first half of the 
fiscal year Mr. Forbes had no control 
of the expenditure of these funds. Dur- 
ung this first six months period ended Dec. 


465.92 pesos, or &801,200.88 pesos more 
than half the amount which the Forbes 
administration had appropriated for the 
whole year. This left but 0,493,065. 17 pesos 
for the current expenees for the govern- 
ment up to June 30, 1914. The auditor's 
figures show that the expenditures for

There are men of scientific minds 
who believe the time is not far distant when the 
role of the aeroplane, the dirigible balloon, and the 
submarine will be of first importance in warfare. 
For example, so distinguished a naval veteran as 
Admiral Sir Percy Scott lately has created a sensa- 
tion by articles in the Times on the possibilities of 
the submarine. 

These articles. howevir, ‘ave called for spirited 
criticism which insists upon the discount of records 
based on maneuvers in which the battleship’s chief 
weapon, its guns, cannot be used. The weak 
points in the case for the submarine are given by 
a British rfaval officer as follows: 

“Tne submarine is a craft that can operate by 
daylight only. It must: come to the surface often, 
}and when it does come to the surface it is visible 
for some miles. On the surface it is highly vulner- 
able to the Jightest of guns; it is slower and less 
handy than its enemies, the destroyer and light 
cruiser, and to avoid «hem it must wink and remain 
blind and hidden; while both above and below water 
it can be sunk by the merest touch of the ship that 
rams it. Its torpeio thbe being fixed, it has no 
flexibility of aim, and its only weapon is useless 
for defense. In all but the smoothest water—when 
its periscope is plainly visible at great distances— 
its view is so exceedingly restricted, because it can 
only be conned from a point near the water, that it 
has gained nothing from 'the increased distance that 
the modern torpedo can fun. Its striking range re 
mains, therefore, of the shortest. It may, of course, 
be assisted in finding an enemy's fleet by signals 
from a seaplane, but, while such control from ‘the 
sky is hardly yet in its infancy and can never be 


for the actual aiming of:the torpedo, the detection 
of the submarine’s presence from the sky. is a 
proved fact. It has thus lost far more than it has 
gained from the associated use of air craft. Dur- 
ing the last ten years submarines have, of course, 
entered harbors unseen again and again, ana their 
commanders have frequently claimed that once in- 
side they could have torpedoed every battleship there; 
but they have never entered a harbor when an effort 
has been made to obstruct their passage, and for 
obvious reasons no experiment can be made to as- 


fense now available can be circumvented. And we 
have yet to hear of a casé in which a submarine has 
made a hit from an underwater snot in any color- 
able reproduction of war conditions.” 

Joining in the controversy, the German Post in- 
vites England to act upon Sir Percy Scott's. advice, 
in which case, the Post believes, Germany “ would 
gratefully inherit the supremacy of the sea, which 
would fall to her then without a struggle.” Yet 
the British United Service Gazette, we are told by 
our own Army and Navy Journal, Jeclares that “‘ the 
submarines are fast pushing their way to the front 
by their speed and radius of action as vessels to be 
used for performing the \cruiser functions of scout- 
ing.” 

Turning to aerial warfare, we find that conserva- 
tive opinion takes much the same view of the aero- 
plane as conservative naval opinion takes of the 
submatine. As an instrument of offensive action 
the aeroplane’s value is not as yet deemed great, 
and even for scouting it is not thought to be as 
effective as at first seemed likely. But conceding its 
value in this useful réle, its effectiveness for bom- 
bardment is much dorbted. Maj. Bannerman-Phil- 
lips of the British army, an expert on military 
aeronautics, discusses this subject in an English 
service magazine. He points out that popular no- 
tions of the destructiveness of explosives are greatly 
exaggerated, citing recent sieges, such as Port 
Arthur, Ladysmith, and Adrianople, which with- 
stood tremendous fire for long periods. 

“Now, if in all these cases,” says this expert, 
“the effect of systematic bombardment by guns hav- 
ing terrjfic propulsive power and shells charged 
with high explosive was so small, how can we ex- 
pect greater results from projectiles merely dropped 
from a height? The French have long ago found 
in their experiments that much. of the explosive 
energy of a dropped projectile is expended tipwar.js 
in the air. The dropped bomb leaves the discharging 
tube or trough or the hand of the thrower with a 
velocity of zero and, if let go at an altitude of say 
1,600 feet, will be traveling about 220 feet per sec- 
ond when it strikes the ground. whereas the fired pro- 
jectile may be traveling.at the rate of 1,800 to 2,000 
feet per second. The bomb dropped from an airship 
held stationary against the wind by suitable pro- 
peller action will havg an almost, if not quite, 
vertical trajectory, and even when discharged from 
an aircraft traveling at speed the curve of the 
latter would be insufficient to alter appreciably the 
angle of impact, nor would even a strong side wind 
make any great alteration in this angle, but the 
shell from the gun at ground level would have a 
more or less horizontal or grazing trajectcry and 
consequently a larger dangerous zone. In daylight 
an airship'to be safe from artillery fire must keep 
at an altitude of 5,000 ‘ito 6,000 feet, and at that 
height there may be several air currents between the 
vessel and the ground to interfere with calculations 
of angle of descent and speed allowance, but at 
nigot the vessel can de#cend much lower and stil)

MOUSTACHES GRISES DBP L’EM- 

66 ge eco: ”" (the gray mustaches of the 

emperor) was the name given at the be- 

ginning of the nineteenth century to 
the magnificent veterans of the olf guard of Na- 
poleon, and ever since the mustache has been 
regarded as an indispensable hirsute adornment of 
the face of the soldier. The first and second em- 
pires have passed away. But that the mustache is 
considered to be just as much of a military fea- 
ture as ever in France is shown by the order 
issued the other day by the colonel in command 
of one of the crack regiments of cavalry in the 
great permanent training camp of Chalons. The 
order is as follows: 

“The colonel saw this morning Chasseur X. of 
the Third squadron, who had presumed to shave 
off his mustache. It is unworthy of a Chasseur. 
One has never too much hair in the cavalry, either 
under the nose or elsewhere. Chasseur X, will be 
confined to barracks until his mustache has en- 
tirely regrown. The colonel requests captains to 
deal energetically with this effeminate fashion, 
which is out of place in the army.” 

At the last state ball at Buckingham palace 
King George called the attention of the officers 
in command of the various battalions of the 
guards to the large number of their subalterns 
present with clean shaven faces and demanded 
why euch flagrant disobedience to the regulations 
was tolerated among the household troops—that 
is to gay, the corps d’élite—to which is confided 
the protection of the sovereign, of the reigning 
family, and of the royal palaces. 

The king sp»?ke strongly on the subject, and it 
is quite on the cards that he may follow the ex- 
ample of his father, Edward VIL, who went to 
the length of barring from his levées at St. James’ 
palace, and from guard duty at Buckingham pal- 
ace and at Windsor, officers of the guards whose 
faces were clean shaven. 

Last year Emperor William issued some very 
drastic orders to his officers and troops on the 
subject of mustache, condemning clean shaven 
faces as “an American aberration.” Even the 
late Queen Victoria was very severe about the 
matter, as is shown by her correspondence with 
the late Right Honorable Hugh Childers when he 
was in office as minister of war. 

Only one regiment of the Austro-Hungarian 
cavalry enjoys the prerogative of dispensing with 
mustaches, in memory of the magnificent gallan- 
try of the corps in a certain battle of the seven 
years’ war, when, owing to the terrible loss of 
life in previous battles, it went into action com- 
posed almost entirely of beardless boys, the only 
thing available in the way of recruits. 

In those days mustaches were restricted exclu- 
sively to the cavalry. The great Napoleon would 
not permit any of his infantry regiments to wear 
hair on their upper lips, save his veterans of the 
old guard, referred to above. Nowadays mus- 
taches are required in all branches of the Euro- 
pean army, and so particular are the rulers of 
Austria and Germany in emphasizing the military 
character of thig ipirsute adornment that they 
have repeatedly taken means to express their 
etrong disapproval of the wearing of mustaches 
by civillans, peremptory orders having been on 
several occasions issued to the actors at state 
theaters, and eyen to certain branches of the state 
administration, exacting that all hair should be 
removed from the upper lip,

Queen Victoria’s premier, the late Marquis of 
Salisbury, entertained so profound a horror for 
the theater and for everything and everybody 
connected therewith that the course pursued by 
his grandson, Randle Gascoyne Cecil, in. first of 
all becoming, a professional actor as member of, 
George Edwardes’ musical comedy company at 
the Gaiety theater in London, and now in marry- 
ing an American chorus girl, Dorothy May Janna- 
way of New York, is enough to cause the old 
statesman to turn in his grave. Young Randle 
Cecil's adoption of the stage and of musical com- 
edy as a profession is due to his desire to earn 
his own living and to the fact that his father, the 
Rev, Lord William-Cectl, rector of Hatfield, rv¥ral 
dean of Hertford, and chaplain to King George, 
is blessed with seven or eight children and is very 
far from being well off. 

Of course it is just possible that young Randle 
Cecil may live to succeed to the family honors 
and to the entailed property, which is very valu- 
able, comprising as it does much rea) estate in 
London. For his uncle, the present marquis, has 
but two boys, one who has just come of age and 
the other who is 13. Failing them, Randle Cecil 
is the next heir. 

He tried a number of things after graduating 
from Oxford and from the University of Leipsic. 
He wag for a time secretary of an ecclesiastical 
organization in the north of England, and then 
was engaged for several years in London journal- 
ism as @ member of the staff of Lord Northcliffe’s 
Daily Mail. But he did not make a success in 
either of these callings, and so took to the stage, 
making his debut in “After the Girl” at the 
Galety.

During the last year we have heard of 
the ‘Von Behring method of vaccinating 
children against diphtheria. The New 
York bealth department has been giving 
the method a pretty thorough tryout. It 
injecte a mixture of toxin and antitoxin 
under the skin. In the mixture the toxin 
is slightly stronger than the antivoxin, 
though they are nearly im balance. The 


amount ed is small, about seven 
dervps, the amount of antitoxin in- 
jected ia/ far below the 1,000 units injected 


under the old plan. The injection is re-

may be givem

The advantage of this method uver the 
older one is that it produces an active 
immunity instead of a passive immunity. 
In an active immunity the patient fights 
back again the germe and their toxin. In 
passive immunity the antitoxin injected 
péeutraligce the toxin present. Therefore 
an active immunity ie both more effective 
and longer lived. 

The Von Behring method is also much 
cheaper; The antitoxin bille of a city 
health department are heavy, even when 
it pays only 20 cents per thousand for 
antitoxin, as against the drug store price 
of $1.50 per thousand’ units. 

This is the first report from America on 
the Von Behring method of vaccinating 
against diphtheria, but it sustains the 
many favorable reporte of Europe. 

_ 

The New York health department made 
another report that probably was of 
Sreater value etill. In 1913 Schick de- 
scribed a method by which we could 
tell whether a person was susceptible to 
diphtheria. When a family of children 
is exposed to diphtheria some have !t and 
some escape. When diphtheria breaks out 
in the dormitory of a children’s home 
it affects a certain percentage of the 
children; the others escape. 

The custom tn recent years has been 
to inject every person in contact with 
the case of diphtheria with 1,000 units of 
antitoxin. This gave a short lived im- 
munity. It was highly expensive. 

By the Schick method the health of- 
ficers can tell who are subject to diph- 
theria, inject those, and leave the others 
alone, and no diphtheria develops. 

When a case of diphtheria develops in 
a public school, especially in a town 
where diphtheria comes only occasion- 
ally, what is easier than for the health 
department to do a Schick test on every 
pupil, and then immunize the susceptible 
children? In this way the first case could 
be made the only case. 

_— 

In the New York Scarlet Fever hos- 
pital, as in every other, there has been 
an occasional outbreak of diphtherla. A 
certain proportion of people always have 
diphtheria bacilli in their throats, These 
children get scarlet fever and when they 
are herded together with others in a 
scariet fever hospital, they infect some 
scarlet fever convalescents with diph- 
theria. 

Under the old plan this could not be 
avoided. The New York health depart- 
ment now tries a Schick test on every 
chiid coming into the ecarlet fever ward. 
Those that do not react are not liable to 
contract diphtheria. They are not vaccb 
nated. Those that do react are subject 
to diphtheria. They are vaccinated ac- 
cording to the modified Von Behring 
methods. 

Now when a case of diphtheria comes 
into the hosiptal the authorities leave 
it in the ward with scores of children 
recovering from scalet fever, and none 
of them gets diphtheria. They have tried 
it on over 700 children now; and it works. 

~~ 

The method is as follows: A mixture of 
equal parts of diphtheria toxin and salt 
solution is injected into the skin. The 
dose injected is three drops. The toxin 
solution is mildly toxic to guinea pigs. 
A strength capable of killing a guinea 
pig is diluted five times. The solution 
ready to use is supplied the scarlet fever 
hospital. 

One day after the injection a red area 
the size of a quarter appears around the 
point of injection. This area gets in- 
creasingly red for three days. It stays 
red for a week, and then a scaly brown 
patch persists for six weeks. This is 
what happens in a person susceptible to 
diphtheria. 

If nothing happens the person can mi 
up with diphtheria subjects without run- 
ning any risk. 

ae 

Let us see where something is to be 
gained from this test. Contagious dis-~- 
ease hospitals can care for more cases 
than at present, since the danger of cross 
infection is decreased. Cases of diph- 
theria that have had scarlet fever may 
be put in scariet fever wards. Cases that 
have had measles may be put fn measies 
wards. In time we may be abie to do 
away with diphtheria wards en*irely. 

The method can be and in time will be 
extended to homes. When a case 0? 
diphtheria develops in a home the test 
can be made on the members of the fam- 
ily and the susceptible members can be 
immunised. 

The saving in antitoxin bills will be 
great. It will tell who among the chil- 
dren should be injected and who can be 
safely left without injecting.

Our information as to diphtfierle is 
nearly complete. Astrong armed govern- 
ment is now in a position to banish it 
wholly. We can safely predict that in 
twenty years diphtheria in Germany will 
be as rare as smallpox there is now. 
There were almost no deaths from diph- 
theria in the Panams canal zone. 

In the doing of the next great piece of 
army controlled work we shall have no 
deaths from diphtheria. Then some years 
later the people of the country will have 
the same blessing. 

The next step toward it will be free

A number of years ago Heubner of Ger- 
many was So certain that the soiled die- 
pers infected the baby’s food that in his 
only hospital he had the nurses divided 
nto two groupe—one to care for the 
babies from the waist up and the other, 
to care for the babies from the waist 
down. The hands which cared for the 
diapers were not to touch the food. 

It is Wo early to say whether Levy is 
right or not. Two years’ time ig not long 
enough for a trial. But the figures are 
highly promising.

McCormack of Kentucky advises the 
following method of giving medicine for 
hookworm.

Drs. Siler, Garrison, and MacNeal re- 
port that a study of 5,000 cases showed 
no relation between the food and pel- 
lagrea. This pretty well knocks out the 
theory that cornmeal causes pellagra. 
They found the disease somewhat liabie 
to spread among the people in the same 
house, not by contact, as with measles 
and smalipox, but through some inter- 
mediary agent. 

What that agent is they have not found 
out. They are studying files, lice, and 
bedbugs as the agents, but they have no 
results to report. 

Of this much they are certain: yard 
privies spread the disease. They find al- 
most no pellagra where there are no yard 
privies. They strongly advise towns to 
put in a sewerage system and to force 
everybody to connect up. 

As to treatment, they report that the 
arsenic preparations, including 606, are 
not of much value, and- probably they 
are of no value. . 

Pellagra appears to be getting milder. 
Good food, life in good hygienic sur- 
‘roundings, rest, and particularly spend- 
ing the hot season in a cold climate, heip 
@ great deal. These measures may cure 
the milder cases. 

We got our ideas of the severity of pel- 
lagra from the firat years of our expe- 
rience with the disease, a time when the 
cases were suffering from neglect about 
as much as from the disease. Now that 
it is being found outside of asylums, at 
home, and better care is given, it is dis- 
covered to be a milder disease and often 
amenable to treatment. 

_ 

Most transmissible diseases are on the 
decline. Pneumonia is an exception; lep- 
rosy is another. 
a disease we begin to control it. We are 
the potential masters of any disease, but 
we never master until we try. When we. 
get afraid we begin to try, and that is the 
reason why disease fades as fear comes., 

Leprosy, however, ig an exception. It 
is om the increase because fear is too 
great When a case of leprosy is reported 
we go into a funk.and thought is para- + 
lyzed. Why nobody knows. If leprosy 
was ever highly contagious it has not 
been so for the last 200 years. 

Belonging in a emall area in Europe 
and another in Asia, it has never spread 
to many people, nor to many other regions 
of the world. We have a little ecattered 
widely throughout the country—a few 
cases in Chicago, a few in St. Paul, a few 
in Los Angeles. As people are so afraid 
of it, the disease is generally hidden. In 
Spite of this it spreads but slowly. 

Has any one heard of a leprosy pes- 
tilence similar to yellow fever in 1878, or 
cholera in 1856, or ama!lpox in 1895? But, 
being covered up, leprosy is slowly in- 
creasing. Dyer of New Orleans says so, 
and he knows more about the subject than 
any one else in America. 

~~ 

Drs. Dyer and Lumsden advocate asa 
middie ground solution of the vexing 
problem of (leprosy a national leprosy 
sanitarium, in which will be gathered all 
the lepers in the United States, there 
to be humanely cared for so long as they 
live or until they have been cured. 

The different states might provide care. 
Louisiana for one has done so, but it is 
expensive, and since leprosy subjects are 
prone to wander from one state to an- 
other, it is unsatisfactory. 

The suggestion of Dyer and Lumsden is 
not altogether new. Norway inaugurated 
the plan years ago. It built four leprosy 
sanitaria. It then took a leprosy census 
and got all the cases into the institutions. 

Under this policy leprosy is disappear- 
ing so rapidly from Norway that three 
of the four sanitaria have now been con- 
verted into tuberculosis sanitaria.

In a discussion of the feeding of patients 
with typhoid fever the views expressed 
were al] in favor of freer feeding than 
under the old milk diet plan. Dr. Edsall 
thought thet whenever the digestion was 
disturbed the proper plan waa dietetic 
rest. No food at all should be given for 
a while, and then nothing but milk for a 
few days. The digestion having been re- 
stored, the diet should be increased. 

A patient with typhoid fever burns up 
85 per cent more fuel than « well person. 
Tf he cannot burn food he burns his own 
tissues.

The moon, we know, i# a small dead 
world and only a speck of dirt in space. 
Ano yet this knowlédge of ours, unknown 
to those who made myths about the moon, 
has not changea our feeling about moon- 
light. The poets can still write about it, 
and it Was just as eas} for Shelley as for 
any anctent poet to address the moon 
herself and to make & new myth about 
her: 

Ah! Gentle moon, the voice of thy delight 
Steals on me like thy clear and tender light 


Soothing the seaman borne the summer night 
Through isles for ever calm. 


And with him, as with the tirst poets, the 
myth itself is an expression of the moon- 
light, as if that were born again in the 


human mind and made its own story 
there. For him the moon is still the gen- 
tle moon. So it is to ali of us when, on 3 
summer night, there is an enchantment 
laid, like a sleeping happiness, upon all 
the colors of the garden or the familiar 
paths of the wood. If we wander, then, 
through these we seem to be as far away 
as the seaman of whom Shelley speaks 
60 naturally. The moonlight has made 
another world for us that we can reach 
without any voyage, and yet that light 
is alMost as familtar ds the world that it 
transforms, But no tamiliarity can make 
it less wonderful or @estroy that sense 
we have of a benediction poured softly 
upon the earth to which it answers even 
in its sleep as if it were music that— 

Casts in happier molds the slumberer’s dream. 
And even we, with All our knowledge, 
are almost moved to make myths about

expression, to believé that there is a | 


truth in all the myths beyond that truth | 
that the moon is only a speck of dirt in 
the sky. es

Yet it is a speck of dirt, just as music 
is a series of noises produced by scraping 
or blowing. But that is not all the truth 
about music, and théother fact may not 
be all the truth abéut. the moon. At 
least there is something 4 our own minds 
which is aware of more than that: and 
cur minds are facts just as much asthe 
speck of dirt, although they are facts lees 
simple and .more difficult to explain. So 
what they find in moonlight is also a re- 
eult of fact like what they find in music. 
It is true that we make music to express 


ourselves, and we do not make moon- 
light. Yet moonlight seems to us to ex- 
prees outside us what we say in mesic’ 
and to cast thet harmony. upon the earth 
and the sky which we ourselves make out 
of sounds. 

Or, rather, thet outer harmony that we 
find in the moonlight pases into the inner 
harmony of music, and we repeat for the 
ear what we have seen with the eye. The 
very diversity of, forms and colors, re- 
maining while it is harmonized by the 
moonlight, appears again in the diversity, 
no less harmonized, of sound and form in 
music. The mood in us seems to answer 
to a mood of the earth and sky, and we 
cannot believe that we of all things are 
alone in our feelings, or that we express 
them after a pattern devised only by our- 
selves and having no mieaning except the 
pleasure it gives us. We in our arts are 
not copyists of what delights us in the 
world, for music, at least, can copy noth- 
ing. Rather we seem to be creating as 
& power outside us creates, and because, 
we are of the same mind as that power 
and capable, like it, of giving shapes or 
colors to our more impassioned moods.

There is a strange piece of Poe's called 
“The Power of Words,” in which there 
are two spirits wandering after death 
through infinity, and one shows to the 
other a planet more vivid than all the 
rest, which he has created out of his 
own passions. There Poe, who was al- 
ways occupied with the mystery of art, 
tells us what he willed to believe about 
it—namely, that our artistic creation is of 
the same nature as the creation of worlds, 
and that all their material beauty, like 
the beauty of our art, is an expression 
of the passions of the Creator. Certainly 
it is that beauty which makes us dream, 
and believe our dream, that there is pas- 
sion and thought in the. matter of the 
universe as in the matter of art. We do 
not ourselves know of the art which we 
M™rselves have made, how the spirit in it 
has become matter, and yet we know 
that it is spirit become matter and keep- 
ing in that matter all the passionate con- 
tagion of the spirit. So we seem to rec- 
ognize a passionate contagion in the light | 
of the moon, as if that were, in a more 
visible form, the very secret of art poured 
out upon the world: as if it were a mood | 
that repeated itself with a certainty un- | 
known to human artists, but always with | 
the surprise and wonder of art in it.

A contract has been made between the 
construction and the railroad companies 
by which the construction eompany 
agrees to build and equip the entire line 
for $50,000 a mile and to receive from the 
railroad company $25,000 in bonds, $12,500 
in preferred stock, and $12,500 in common 
stock per mile. There is no outstanding 
stock other than that held by the con- 
struction company. The. assets of the 
construction eo:mpany are $1,925,000 of 
the railroad bonds, together with a cor- 
responding amount of stock. It is esti- 
mated that it will take two years to com- 
plete the rat'roe ' to Winnipeg.

IN N. Y.STOCKS

RECOVERIES ARE MADE. 


New York, July 11.—More low records 

were scored in the course of today’s twe 
hour session of the stock market. New 
Haven was again the most prominent fea- 
ture, declining precipitately on moderate 
offerings to 55%, against yesterday's low 
price of 58%.

Other railway issues forming part of the 
same group were either weak or heavy, 
particularly Lake Erie and Western, 
Western Maryland and Toledo, St. Louis 
and Western preferred. 


Investment Shares Firm. 
Investment shares held their ground, 
except New York Central, in which recur- 
rent heaviness was manifested. Trading 
was wholly professional, the decline gain- 
ing some force from a decision of the in- 
terstate commerce commission directing 
the St. Paul road to reduce rates from 
Minnesota to points in the Dakotas for 
distances of 600 miles. 

The day was not without its brighter aspects, 

which ineluded announcement of an advance 
of $1 to $2 in steel wire products and greater 
optimism respecting general trade prospects. 
Crop news helped to confirm the week's earlier 
advices. 
In the later dealings full recoveries were 
made by the issues in which initial weakness 
was shown, but unexplained deciines in Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph and Western 
Union again created unsettliement, with an 
irregular close. 

Actual cash loss shown by the banks was 
little more than $13,000,000, or about half of 
the widest estimates, with a reserve decrease 
of about $3 000,000. On the whole, the exhibit 
was more favorable than had been expected. 
Total bond sales, par value, $664,000. Bonds 
as a whole reflected the week's irregular move- 
ment in stocks.

Review of Week’s Market. 
The stock market maintained its mood of 
doubt and hesitation throughout the week, in- 
fluenced by confusing factors. These were 
balanced in financial, industrial, and political 
affairs, The government's July 1 crop esti- 
mates were supplemented by good weather con- 
ditions since that date. The firm undertone of 
specyjation for the greater part of the week 
was due mostiy to that cause. Day by day ex- 
pectancy of the rate decision wads a constant 
constraint. 
Importance was attached to the forty-fold 
applications for the French loan. Applica- 
tions untilled may be eaid to measure the re- 
sources of investment demand for future cap- 
ital tissues. The drawback was in political 
rumblings in eastern Europe, the aftermath 
of the Austrian assassination, and also in trade 
depression abroad as a result of reduced bor- 
rowing power of importing nations. 
Quick sale of the Northern Pacific bond offer- 
ings and movements in old syndicate holdings 
of some other bonds marked a better turn In 
investment conditions here. On the other 
hand, large July maturities of short term 
netes kept cal) money rates stiffer. Belated 
liquidation in low grade special stocks and 
bonds was unsettling.

There 
is, however, a proviso that goes with this 
aseertion, and that is that Sam Langford, 
the Boston negro, doesn’t defeat Johnson 
before either Smith or Carpentier gete the 
chance to meet Champion Jack. 

That’s why the fans who follow the 
fighting game will be waiting impatient- 
ly next Thursday in all parts of the 
world to hear of the doings across the 
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-big pond. All the world wants to see 
the black man deposed as champion, and 
Americans in particular want to see the 

sailor rip into the French.champion and 
give him a lacing that will leave no doubt 
as to his supremacy and right to meet 
Johnson. 


~o- 

There are two things that are likely 

to happen when Smith and Carpentier get 
together—Smith will score a knockout 
before the limit of twenty rounds is 
reached, or, if the contest goes the 
limit, Carpentier will be winner on 
points. That's the way the “dope” 
looks. 
+ The “ Gunboat ” is a puncher, undoubt- 
edly the best that the heavyweight ranks 
of today can boast. He carries the wal- 
lop in either hand that knocks an op- 
ponent into dreamland. He does not need 
to land a lot of times and wear down 
his foe to score a knockout. Just one 
smash of either mitt, particularly the 
right on the chin, does the work. “ Gun- 
boat” has shown often enough the truth 
of this statement. 

There is no chance to compare the 
French champion favorably with the eail- 
or in hitting ability. Carpentier’s rec- 
ord shows that he has clouted out a num- 
ber of opponents, but he will find that 
Smith is not the type of battler suscepti- 
ble to the ordinary effects of a crack on 
the jaw. The American haga “ heavy” 
jaw, one that is built to withstand hard 
cracks, and it is a most difficult thing to 
figure out how Carpentier’s punch can do 
any great damage. 

~~ 

That Carpentier is clever none will dis- 
pute, and like the great majority of clever 
millers it is necessary for him to get set 
before he can put over the sleep producer. 
With Smith it is different. He can hit 
from any angle and from any position 
and hard enough to jar an opponent into 
the losing end. 

Smith’s chances of winning, and they 
certainly look good, accordingly depend 
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on his ability to get through the defense of 
the Frenchman and land a punch to the 
Jaw or body. If he does that, the returns 
are in, for Carpentier hasn't the physique 
to withstand one of these sledgehammer 
wallops. The sailor undoubtedly is as 
wise as anybody else to the fact that his 
main chance to cop lies in his ability to do 
just this one thing—penetrate the defense 
of Carpentier. He can make it a short 
Might or he can make it a long battle, ail 
depending on how well the Frenchman 
protects himaeelf. 

That’s the way the bout looks from a 
Smith standpoint, but looking at it 
through Carpentier eyes shows another 
picture. Whether or not Carpentier be- 
lieves that he has the ability to land a 
knockout wallop makes little difference. 
The Frenchman, heavily burdened with 
confidence, may make an attempt to score 
a kflockout. If he does, Smith undoubt- 
edly will be the winner in jig time, for no 
fighter ever lets go with @ punch after 
being set without leaving himself open 
for a return. 

—_— 

It would appear that Carpentier’s only 
chance of defeating his opponent is by 
outpointing him. The Frencuman’s clev- 
erness, in which he excels Smith by a 
huge margin, wiil enable him to deal out 
a lot of punishment in the early rounds 
of the contest, ior the sailor makes no 
pretense of being a defensire fighter. 

If Carpenticr is strong envuugh to go 
the twenty rounds at the pace that Smith 
is sure to set, he has a good chance to 
win; but this seems unlikely when the 
fact is taken into consideretion that 
Smith will ovtweizh him by ten or fifteen 
pounds when they climb through the 
ropes. 

There is another thing {1 connection 
with this fight that is of interest to the 
fight fans. Carpentier is a student of 
boxing. He has made a study of the 
science of the game and is making use 
of all the knowledge he has gained in' 
his training camp. Whether or not it/| 


will be of any use to him in London re- |

Defianee Comes In Second in 
Third Cup Trial Race. 


RESOLUTE LOST IN. BANK. 


Leading Yacht Passed When Look- 
ing for Finishing Buoy. 


Newport, R.I., July 11.—Better naviga- 
tion in a thick fog enabled the Vanitie 
and Defiance to completely eliminate the 
Resolute in the third America’s cup de- 
fender trial race, sailed off here today, 
Vanitie getting credit for its first vic- 
tory over its two rivals, while Defiance 
bad the satisfaction of losing only by 
seconds. 

Resolute, after leading for nearly the 
entire distance, missed the finishing buoy 
and was searching for it when the other 
two yachts, sailing a perfect course, caép- 
tured the principal honors of the day. 
The Vanitie was 3:10 ahead of Defiance 
at the finish in elapsed’ time, but ite time 
allowance cut it to a bare :19 in correct- 
ed time. 


Fourth Race Monday. 

The victory of the Cochran yacht and the 
improvement in the tri-city boat revived 
interest in the races and a latge fleet 
probably will follow the yachts in the 
fourth race on Mouday. 

The race started without special inci- 
dent fifteag minutes before noon, the 
course being fifteen miles to windward 
and return with the breeze southwest by 
south and blowing about four knots. 

The course to the finish on which Reso- 
lute lost was straight away, fifteen miles 
northeast by north. 

The stoam yacht Vanadis with the.re- 
gatta committee aboard missed the finish 
mark, but the press tug picked it up and, 
by frantic tooting, brought up the mark 
tug. . The two tugs were laying along- 
side the buoy, whistling in orger to guide 
the yachts, when a great mass of reddish 
canvas loc#ied out of the fog.

HE season for drying sweet herbs, 
our precious aromatic condiments, 
is just before they begin to flower. 
Gathered at the height of their sea- 
son, they are fullest of juice, and 

so fullest of flavorand perfume. Artifi- 
cial heat, which dries them quickest, is 
undoubtedly best for this sort of preserv- 
ing. After drying they should be pow- 
_@ered and shut away in bottles. When 
used they are soaked in hot water to re- 
store their freshness. 

Fresh herbs have a flayor and fra- 
Srance incomparably finer than the best 
dried ones, although the latter make an 
acceptable substitute, so the best should 
be made of them when they are at their 
perfection, and this is the time to make 
many herb vinegars. 

The most inexpensive of the home made 
table sauces were formerly made with 
sweet herbs and hot vinegar, and the lost 
interest, as well as the lost art, is being 
restored. These sauces were really 
quickly made herb vinegars, just as mint 
Bauce is. Scalding hot vinegar was 
polired on a bunch of cleaned herbs, and 
» acalding hot or ‘ cooked” vinegar is in 
_ high favor today for salads and sauces in 
place of cold.

Devote your summer sewing to in- 
creasing your stock of lingerie, Now is 
the time to have the hand made garments 
you have always coveted—though even 
here, where possible, sew the long seams 
on machine, using a neat flat fell. Be- 
fore leaving the city buy yourself a good 
kimono pattern, both long and short, a 
night dress pattern, a orastiere, a petti- 
coat, combinations, or any other pattern 
you may think you need. These are not 
always easy to get at summer resorts 
and in camp life are impossible. Than 
too, lay a piece of a dozen yards of sot 
finished nainsook and a pisce or two of 
German Valenciennes 5~ the more serv- 
iceable cluny or linen lace and inserttion. 
These can often be picked up at bargain 
prices late in the season, and such ma- 
terials are never wasted even should you 
feel lazy about vacation sewing.

N West Madison street a number of 
“critters "’ jabber excited Spanish 
daily, probably telling each other 
about the battle of Vera Cruz, for 
they came from that port but a few 

days ago. There are 200 of them in the 
store, and as all of them impolitely talk 
at once without the slightest attention to 
what the others are saying, the confusion 
of sound is almost deafening. There are 
150 Mexican yellow heads, a greater num- 
ber than in any other store in America, 
for, you se6e, the Mexican trouble has 
played hob with the supply of Mexican 
parrots. .

Catching parrots for this bird store—one 
of the oldest in the country—has become 
a serious business lately. Some of the 
birds come from South America and Pan- 


. ma, but by far the best talking birds are 


found in Mexico. The birds are there 
all right, but the trouble is in ~etting 
‘them. 

Carlos Schultz, who went down for this 
store on ® parrot catching expedition 
some time ago, has dirappeared, and as 
nothing has been heard of him for some 
time his brother believes that he has been 
killed. 

Most of the bird stores of the country 
) They had 
‘made inroads into the supply they had 
on hand before the Mexican trouble start- 
jedf and they have been unable to get

any since. This Chicago store was lucky 
enough to have a shipment reach Vera 
Cruz about the time our sailors landed, 
for since then it hag been unsafe for an 
American parrot hunter to make a jour- 
ney into the wilds of Mexico. 

The parrots are caught in large traps, 
and the best time for getting them is 
just before a rainstorm. Schultz one hot 
day last year had been unable to catch 
a@ parrot all day. In the afternoon clouds 
appeared. and he started a number of 
men on horseback to drive the parrots 
toward the trap, for the birds always 
eat before a storm, as they keep under 
cover during the rain. The rain that 
day came on so suddenly that it was not 
possible to get the birds out of the trap 
before the storm started. After it was 
over Schultz went to the trap and there 
found a bunch of birds so covered with 
mud that they looked like mud balls. 
There were 350 of them in the trap— 
probably a record.

Says Rag Hymns Make Animals of Children. 


ENDENCIES toward fast living in 
modern life were blamed in part 
upon the wave of syncopated music, 
which has invaded even the Sun- 
day school hymn books, by Prof. 
H. Augustine Smith of the Chicago Theo- 
logical seminary at Union park, in an 
address at the University of Chicago. 

Prof. Smith, who is head of the depart- 
ment of music at the Congregational 
i school, is one of the clergymen on the 
multiple ministry of the New First Con- 
gregational church and one of the facul- 
ty of professors who will join the Uni- 
versity of Chicago at the merging of the 
seminary and the Midway Divinity school 
next year. 

‘“*An overworked sense of rhythm in 
hymns makes hot blooded animals of the 
children in the Sunday schools, not wor- 
shipful souls,” said the professor” “ The 
overemphasis that is laid on the ‘swing’ 
in church music, instead of being help- 
ful, is actually damning to the children.”

present, accoiding to Prof. Smith, was 
the fact that many of them are written 
In waltz time. He said that waltz tunes 
should be torn from the hymn book, but 
that hymns in march time would bé ac- 
ceptable, if the “swing” were found 
necessary. He declared that hymn writ- 
ing had gone into a great decline and 
connected this fact with the great popu- 
larity of “‘ ragtime” tunes and the fact 
that songs had to be “ catchy” to be 
sung. 

“The real trouble with the hymns o# 
the present and the cause of the lack of 
interest in hymn writing will be cured 
only when we realize that hymns are 


not a bit of doggerel, to be sung while | 


the church windows are being opened, 
or some other intermission in the serv- 
ices is taking place. Modern hymn writ- 
ters have tried to express the gospel of 
social obligation in thelr werks—some 
of them have even gone so far as to call 
Jesus a ‘lover of the open road ‘"—but 
they fail to interpret the progressive 
movement of the day.”

Poem Best Known, 


The busy business man wasasked what’ 
poem is known by more Chicago peopls 
than any other. “If you mean a whole 
poem there isn't @ one that I know , bal 
if you mean’ just a line or two, well, let's 
see.

a great politician and an efficient ad- 
ministrator, giving the political side the 
benefit of a doubt in any contest between 
political exegencies and the best Interests 
of the navy. The navy's conviction that 
Mr. Daniels is playing politica is unshak- 
able, but this is not strange, because in 
the last year the officers have seen politi- 
cal influence reaching out from Washing- 
ton to the firerooms of the battleships 
and the shops of the navy yarda, 
a 

Most of Mr. Daniels’ innovations have 
been leveled particularly at the officers 
and designed for the benefit of the en- 
Hsted man. But the bluejacket perhaps 
is an ungrateful creature; certainly the 
fact is today that most of the enlisted 
men indicate a desire that Mr. Daniels 
should leave them alone. Take the matter 
of ship schools, probably the achieve- 
ment in which the secretary takea the 
most pride, Yet the suspension of the 
school order during service in Mexican 
waters was hailed with delight by the 
fleet and was regarded as one of 
the compensations for the trying duty 
in the-tropics. Careful observation and 
inquiry will satisfy the inquirer that the 
school order must be greatly modified 
if it is to bring any satisfactory results. 
and become at all popular with the men. 


ond, in forcing the men to study grammar 
achool subjects, Before the school order, 
the ambitious found abundant opportun- 
ity to study technical subjects, proficien- 
cy in which is required for advancement 
in the numerous departments of navy or- 
ganization. They also found plenty of 
officers willing to furniah them with books 
and instruction. The new order, how- 
ever, has herded into the classrooms the 
majority who have no desire to study 
along with the ambitious minority, and 
the common level, of course, is that of the 
uninterested. 

If the government considers that every 
bluejacket should have a knowledge of 


the elementary subjects taught in the 
public schools, it is declared, either no 
candidates for enlistment should be ac- 
cepted unless they qualify in this respect 
or else the recruits should be kept at train- 
fag stations until they acquire the stand- 
ard proficieney. From the navy point of 
view, as set forth above, the diversion of 
the fleet from its prime purpose to that of 
the grammar school is ungound policy and 
a hamper on efficiency. 


_ 

The navy always has educated its young 
men to take higher positions in the serv- 
ice just as rapidly as the men themselves 
would make it possible. This obviously 


—- 


has been necessary, fer it is not the ships 
which constitute an efficient navy, but 
the ships in combination with the men 
who have mastered the intricacies of ship 
and gun operation and maintenance. 

The great asset of the navy Is its trained 
men, and with the constant flow of expe- 
rienced men out of the service into civil 
life the navy always haa been obliged te 
train other men te take their places. Con- 
sequently instruction in the technica! aub- 
jecta always has gone forward, the offi- 
cera carrying the men along just as repid- 
ly as the intelligence and industry of the 
latter would permit, The echeol order 
would have been welcome had it provided 

. 


for the better organisation of this process 
of constant training of young men to take 
the higher places, but naval officers do 
not consider it the real function of the 
service to supply the deficiencies of the 
public school system. 

Mr. Daniels holds to the belief that by 
promising an education he will attract 
more recruits to the service, and thisis 
perhaps true, but out ef 5,000 appréntices 
recently examined at a training station 
only nine out of every 300 said they came 
inte the navy for an education, while it 
was found that a much larger number had 
deliberately left school to enlist in the 
service. The navy does not consider that 
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The effect of the secretary's order com- ‘ 


pelling attendance at the ship schools has 
been to substitute the apathy of the class- 
room for the ardor of the individual stu- 
dent and teacher. It has imposed upon 
thousands of men a duty which they find 
most irksome, as the daily cases of de- 
linquency demonstrate. The time devot- 
ed to school each afternoon is taken out 
of working hours, and while one may 
possibly dismiss as prejudiced the criti- 
cisms of the officers that the school inter- 
feres with the ship's work, one cannot 80 
easily dismiss the statement of the men 
themselves that they had rather be at 
work. Indeed the attitude of the major- 
ity seen in the classrooms is sufficient 
proof of thia.

its function is te fit men for civil life, but 
rather to maintain the ships in ani efficient 
condition and keep always @ force of 
highly trained men competent to man 
them for the defense of the nation. If 
service in the navy helps the individual 
on his return to civil life, eo much the 
better for the individual and the nation, 
according to the service point of view, 
but this result officers regard as @ highly 
desirable by-product rather than as the 
chief objective of the navy.

Mr. Daniels' wine mess order now in 
effect caused deep resentment among the 
officers, as an insult to their sense of 
right and duty end an infringment upon 
their personal rights. Certainly to any 
ene who has lived among naval officers at 
sea the secretary's contention that the 
safety of the ships and men is endan- 
gered by permitting the presence of 
liquors on board seems unjustified. 

The consumption of wines and beers in 
the fleet is small indeed, even in these 
recent months when there have been de- 
liberate efforts to drink up remaining 
stocks before July 1. Navigating officers 
and others charged with responsibility 
at sea almoat invariably abstain from 
drinking anything at all during such 
periods. 

But now the enlisted men have been 
hit by the secretary in what they regard 
as the sacred realm of their personal 
tasteag and preferences. This is in regard 
to canteen stores. Ever ship operates a 
store for the benefit of the men, in which 
they buy tat , candy, and all the odds 
and ends which they need or like. The 
prices are kept down to a minimum and 
the profits turned inte the welfare funds, 
out of which the expenses of moving 
picture entertainments, athletic equip- 
ment, and phonographs and player-pianos 
are paid,

It 
is te be doubted & the * trusta,” hos 
tility te which the Geet has been given 
to understand is the cause of the new 
order, have been put out of business, so 
that nothing has been achi¢ved except 
te arouse discontent among both the 
makers ef the favorite articles and the 
navy consumers of those articies.

The officers feel that they have many 
gmevances againet the present secretary 
of the navy. But note word of criticiem 
of the administration will ever be heard 
in public from any officer.

ANY Chicago men have little pet 
superstitions. One of them re- 
cently confessed, “‘I don’t give 
a whoop for Fridays or black 
cats, but I can’t convince myself that 
seme of my neckties aren't lucky and 
some of them unlucky.

In respones to numerous inquiries Tre 
TRIBUNE publishes herewith a map and 
reute directions for those desiring to 
leave the city by way of Hammond or 
Bast Chicago, to the south and south- 
east. There are a number of other routes, 
> to be sure, and there are modifications 
of the one published, but taken ell in all 
this is the simplest. A slight change 
may be made after passing the South 
Shore Country club, for now Bond boule- 
vard is completed smd motorists may 
proceed south on that instead of turning 
to the right, or south, a block past the 
turn at the Country club. It makes no 
difference in the mileage, but the road is 
better and the car tracks are avoided. 

At Hammond there is another Httle op- 
tion: in entering the city it is hot neces- 
sary to turn at the oar barns, but keep 
streight on to the end of the asphalted 
street and then turn one block east and 
south; which will bring the motorist on 
the road given in the map. 

One of the places where many go astray 
fis at the fork of the old Wolf lake club 
house. At this point one car track pro- 
ceedg@ stmight abead to Whiting and 
East Chicago, while another curves right 
and goes straight to Hammond.

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Sioux City’s Speedway a Surprise to Motorists 


By Reed L. Parker. 
DOUX CITY; Ia. by virtue of the 
wonderfully successful speedway 


matically has become one of the 
world’s great motor contest centera, It 
now ranks with Indianapolia, home of 
Carl G. Fisher’s track; Higin, Tacoma, 
Santa Monica, and Corona, the centers 
of road racing. Until July 4 Sioux City 
wes unknown to the automobile world. 
How was this reputation attained in a 
day? Thé answer is interesting. 

A year dgo Aléx Gloan opened the 
Sioux City speedway with the usual pro 
gram of hippodrome races The track 
then wae a two mile dirt course, There 
was nothing plhénhomenal about it other 
than the fact that any one shovid have 
had the courage to go into 4 cornfield and 
therefrom hew a face coursé. There were 
ho pita, no grand stands, no garages— 
nothing at all to indicate that a year 
later the eourse was to be heralded far 
and wide as one of the ‘greatest in the 
world. 

Sloan's faces were successful in one 
way. A large crowd came to see them. 
The crowd Was not disappointed. It saw 
excessive speed and hed a good time en 
route. That the crowd was pleased and 
perhaps warted more of the same kind 
of sport in larger and more senegational 
quantities became known te some of the 
men back of the track before the sum- 
mer wore into fall. A number of these 
men assembled and declared themselves 
in favor of attracting a big field of cars 
to the track for a meet of national im- 
portance, They decided and decided well 
that the only Way to get the best driv- 
ers and best cars was to adopt the same 
practice ag is used by stage managers in 
securing their headliners and theater 
managers in eecuring the best attrac- 
tions—in other words, paying big money.

speedway was started. : 

“T’ll get the track in shape {f you'll get 
the talent,” he said. “I'll build the best 
speedway possible, and after the race, if 
all goes well, you can pay the expense 
and give me $500 for the use of the land. 
If it goes badly we've had the fun of 
trying, and it won’t cost a cent. Let's 
go to it.” 

They began poing to it the hext day. 
By the {ime of the first frost the track 
was in fair shape, and an organization 
for producing the races had been effected. 
Part of the guaranty was in the bank. 
The first frost drove Mr. Stephens into 
his law office, from which He had mi- 
grated when he étarted building the 
track.

During the winter Stephens, Schultz, 
and Kneedier corresponded with every 
one interested in automobile racing, get- 
ting their ideas as to the best means of 
procedure. Théy engaged F. H. Hdwards 
of Chicago and Fred J. Wagner of New 
Y6rk to assist them. It became generally 
noised abroad that Sioux City was to have 
a $25,000 race, and the publié laughed 
heartily at the presumption of westerners 
“ who knew nothing about racing.” How 
can they expect to get entries out there? 
Where can they raise $25,000 in prize 
money? What kind of a speedway can 
they build In a cornfield? 

These and other scornful questions were 
asked—and were unanéwered At Sioux 
City they kept plugging along. The frost 
went out of the ground and *‘ Old Man” 
Stephens closed his law office. With 
teams and men in his wake he went to the 
speedway and began work. He didn’t 
know much about building a speedway 
and had had no éxperienca Hse wasn’t 
an engineer in any sense of the word. 
But he had a lot of common sense and 
built a track to dimensions prescribed by 
his judgment. He and his men worked 
all epring. 
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The first entry meant a good deal to the 
association out in Sioux City, and what 
was lacking of the purse to make the $25,- 
000 was quickly subscribed. Then Schultz 
and “ Johnnie ” Johnson were sent to In- 
dianapolis to solicit entries from the 

drivers assembled tn the Hoosier capital 
for the 500 mile race. Twenty placed 
their names on entry blanks and the class 
of the field was assured. Schultz and 
Johnson hurried back to Sioux City with 
their entries. Stephens redoubled his ef- 
forts towards getting the course in shape. 

One week before the date set for the 
race found the drivers assembled for 
practice. All said that Stephens had cut 
from his cornfield the finest dirt track 
in the world. Practice began in earnest, 
and cars began making laps at eighty- 
three miles an hour. This was unheard 
of. None had suspected such phenom- 


-enal speed, and the general comment was 


to the effect that this never could be 
maintained, as the track would cut up. 
Others said there would be accidents. 


a 


The morning of July 4 came. Thou- 
sands of persons began to filter in through 
the turnstiles long before 11 o’clock—the 
hour set for the start. 

At 11 o’clock 32,000 persons had come 
into the speedway. Financially the meet 
was an assured success. There only re- 
mained the showing of the cars to insure 
Sioux City’s reputation as a racing center. 
The race was on. The speed was terrific. 
The track looked good. The crowd was 
enthusiastic—wildly so. 

At 4 o'clock Rickenbacher finished—a 
winner. His average was 77.9 miles an 
hour, a most remarkable performance. 
There had been no accidents. The crowd 
was satisfied. Thousands remained an 
extra hour to gee the cars at close range. 
There alone remained the question of 
the condition of the track. An inspection 
was made. “Old Man’”’ Stephens had 
done his work well, and although cut up 
on the turns the course was in far bet- 
ter shape than is the Eigin road at the 
close of one of the events thére.

The Gardener at Work. 


UNNY July drives Colin and Chloe 
to the shade of vineclad arbors. 
Vines play an important part in 
the creation of handsome grounds. 
Their graceful lines, sweeping 

sprays, flowers and fruits have a decora- 
tive quality, and they may serve useful 
purposes by sheltering sunny windows 
and porches, adorning pergolas, arches, 
and arbors built for them, and hiding un- 
sightly fences or the necessary catchalls 
back of the house, 


Climbing plants have been accused of 
having nearly human sense. They throw 
out questioning tendrils and are respon- 
sive to care. The Boston ivy, Virginia 
creeper, bitter sweet, wistaria, trumpet 
vine, Clematis, hops, and honeysuckles 
when well rooted in congenial situations 
may endure for decades. All these are 
hardy in Illinois, 


The glossy foliage and pretty ways of 
the Boston ivy commend it and it thrives 
on both east and north walls. The bitter 
sweet is popular,its young berries a lovely 
blue, turning to orange red in autumn 
Artists praise the pendent bloom of the 
wistaria, which rivals the snowy Cle- 
matic paniculata, the traveler's joy, 
and the fragrant, creamy throated, rose 
lipped honeysuckle. The coral honey- 
suckle and the showy Clematis jack- 
manii or the curious passion vine will not 
admit of choice. 

Everyone should have its place. They 
are paying investments beside porch pil- 
lars, dead trees, fantastic structures of 
brush, or the usual ladder supports, ar- 
bors and pergolas. They cost but little, 
but the wild grape vine, graceful in its 
habits, fragrant in blossom time in va- 
cant suburban lots, is cheaper still. 

Seedsamen recommend the Dutchman's 
pipe and the Cobe Scandens. It is worth 
while to get the interested man ina shop 
to talk of the new vines on the market, 
and an old gardener will tell tales of the 
freaks of vines beyond common sense be- 
lief, and yet they aretrue. Canary bi'd 
vines climb fifteen feet, and the Jack ard 
Bean Stalk and moonflower vines will 
make fifty. The Mauranda, Madeira, 
scarlet runners, butterfly beans, dainty 
cypress, and Minetta have endeanng 
qualities. The balloon vine is a novelty 
for the children, and there isa variety of 
gourds fascinatingin quaintshapes. The 
ambitious wild cucumber, wild hop, Jap 
hop, and the charming morning glory 
that renews its beauty every morning 
should be encouraged. The nasturtium 
is a bold climber, and patient gardeners 
have had astonishing results training 
fuchsias to decorate walls. 

But ornamental vines are not confined 
to the flower gardens. Under a skillful 
hand cucumbers and tomatoes and the 
richly leaved squash will save ground 
rent and rest on a fence or any kind of 
support, while the fruit does better hang- 
ing free in the air. Porch gardens can 
support vegetables under these condi- 
tions, and the lighter rooted vines of all 
kinds make themselves at home in win- 
dow gardens, 

A wonderful Japanese morning glory at 
a third story window was the marvel of 
travelers on the elevated trains. The fat 
dweller who lived in one room said he 
thought he had a right to the vacamt un- 
kept lot next door, and, scattering the 
seeds of sunflowers lavishly, he soaked 
his morning glory seeds and let them 
drop directly under his window. As soon 
as they were up he lowered his strings, 
and by and by had a window screen of 
green with fine trumpets of rare rain 
-washed sky blue. 

Beware of black. bugs on the asters, 
green worme on the nasturtiums, and leaf 
eating beetles. Brush them from the plant 
on @ paper and if you cannot burn them, 
throw them in the garbage can after be- 
ing scalded with hot water. Do not cast 
over the fence into your neighbors’ lots. 

Keep morning glory vines out of the 
corn patch and flower beds. Vines often 
choke other plants to death. 

Pull weeds in vacant lots and save your 
own property from wind blown seeds. 


Dock, thistle, plaintain, and the most 
persistent weeds can be discouraged. 


ASTRONOMY,, 


SOUTH 


HE superb sight of the late evening 
sky now is Jupiter, the giant planet, 
greater than all the other planets 
made into one. It arises shortly 

after 9 o'clock this week, last night at 
9:16, and soon has full command of the 
southeastern sky. 

Even last week when it was in close 
conjunction with the moon it was un- 
dimmed by the full light of the earth's 
satellite which almost extinguished the 
dazzling spots of the heavens and took 
the luster from the great suns like Arctu- 
rus, Vega, and Spica. Jupiter even then 
rivaled the moon in brilliance, Friday 
morning at 2:06 a. m. it was only thirty- 
two minutes north of the moon. 


Jupiter, it has been suggested, retains 
enough heat to give out light of its own 
like a star. This is doubted, but it is still 


a hot planet and no one speculates upon 


the possibility of its supporting any form 
of animal life. Such speculation, how- 
ever, does involve some of its moons. 
Jupiter has eight. The planet receives 
little light from the suns, and its moons, to 
be habitable, would have to receive some 
rays from the planet itself to have a suf- 
ficiently high temperature for life, 

Only four of the moons are visible ex- 
cept in a great telescope. Occasions are 
mentioned when four were visible to the 
unaided eye, but these cases lack thor- 
ough substantiation. One of the moons 
is. 3,500 miles in diametéa, another 2,900, 
a third 2,500, and a fourth 2,100. Gany- 
mede is the largest. Four are small and

unnamed. A small telescope will show 
the larger ones. 

In the family of planets Jupiter’s meas- 
urements are huge. It has 119 times the 
surface of the earth and 1,300 the volume. 
Its equatorial diameter is about 88,000 
miles. When it is nearest the earth its 
distance is about 370,000,000 miles; when 
it is farthest away it is nearly 600,000,000 
miles. 

Its revolution about the sun is com- 
pleted in eleven years ten months and 
seventeen days. This is its year, but it 
has a short day. It rotates rapidly, a 
spot on its equator going at the rate of 
26,000 miles an hour, and its period of ro- 
tation is not quite ten hours. This speed 
of rotation and its long period of revolu- 
tion about the sun puts 10,455 daysina 
year of Jupiter. 

Its surface is liquid or plastic and its

One spot is known as the 
great red spot, which comes and goes 
from time to time. Through a large tele- | 
scope great richness of coloring is seen. 
The belts near the equator are reddish. 
Some are salmon colored, some are pink. 
The spots are red, white, and dark. The 
red belts are thought to be cloudless 
regions which do not reflect the sunlight 
so well as the white clouds. 

In brilliance Jupiter is superior to all 
planets but Venus. In periods of greatest 
luster it casts perceptible shadows of ob- 
jects on the earth. 

Jupiter arises in the constellation Capri- 
cornus and needs no direction for finding, 
other than to look into the eastern sky 
about 10 o’clock at night. Then, even, if 
your horizon be one of trees, it will be the 
splendid object of the sky.

Special Schools for Backward 
Children Needed in State, 
Deelares Official. 


Coroner Hoffman is facing the fact that 
« large percentage of the murders and 
other crimes committed in Cook covniy 
are the work of subnormals. He has 
started a campaign for the proper care of 
such defectives. The statisician in his 
office is now at work on the records for 
the last nine years to determine what 
percentage of violent deaths can be traced . 
to the guns and axes of morons and ce- | 
generates. 

The coroner believes that the first step 
to be taken is the segregation of the sub- 
normal children from the others in the 
schools He pointed out yesterday that a 
large number of feeble minded children 
leave school because they fall hopelcssly 
behind their classmates. 


Defectives Know They Are ‘Goats.’ 

“ Out my way, where I am chairman of 
the schoo] board, the kids call the pack- 
ward children ‘goats,’"’ explained Mr. 
Hoffman. “The ‘goats’ have just 
enough discernment to know that they 
are being ridiculed, and as soon as they 
are old enough to gp to work they do 80. 
Of course they ard not trained to do any 
sort of skilled work, so they have to do tne 
beavy labor. We never can tell when 
they will lose all restraint. and of course 


then the worst has come. 

“We ought to bave special schools for 
them, so that they can receiye the proper 
sort of education. More than that. we 
ought to see to it that every subnormal 
child attends such a school If we had 
done that I don't believe that we wou'd 
have to trace six brutal murders in tre 
last three months to subnormals. 


Coroner Describes Conditions. 

Following ts the coroner's description 
in part of the present conditions arising 
from the neglect of subnormals: 

“The large number of mental defec- 
tives with whom my office is brought into 
contact each year, together with the 
many attempted murders, incendiaries, 
and other crimes committed by subnor- 
mal types, once more shows the crying 
need in this state for the establishment 
of special asyliinis for imbeciles and epi- 
leptics. 

‘Among the states which have estab- 
lished high clase institutions for the seg- 
regation and care of defectives is Ohio 
with its asylums for imbeciles at Colum- 
bus, where more than 2,000 of these un- 
fortunates are not only cared for in a 
humanitarian wey but are held in re- 
straint as a protection.to both themselves 
and society. There is no doubt that an 
institution of this character would appre- 
ciably cut down the records of assaults, 
murders, and incendiaries in the state of 
Iilinois. 


“Culls” in Every Age. 

* Like in all plant and animal life, the 
human species year after year produces 
a certain percentage of supernormals, 
normals, and subnormals or culls. Every 
age and every condition of society has 
produced its ‘ culls,’ but where these are | 
segregated from the rest and prevented | | 
from injuring them or reproducing their | 
kind and where the normai portion of the 
community employs the highest educa- 
tional methods gemeration after genera- 
tion the percentage of defectives pro- 
duced and the damage they do can be re- 
duced to the minimum. 

“While frequently great delicacy is 
necessary in passing upon subnhorma! 
cases, and there are possibilities of the 
law being taken advantage of by un- 
scrupulous persons dectring to get some 
one out of their way, there is no doubt 
but on the whole our psychopathic ex- 
perts are able to discriminate wisely and 
to the interest of every community, and 
I take this opportunity of urging that a 
state institution for subnormals be es- 
tablished in Illinois at the earliest pos- 
sible date. | 

“ There is a considerable class of school 
children who are slow in their studies, lin- 
ger behind from year to year, and finally 
drop out in the fourth or fifth grades. I 
wish to urge special attention to these, 
for ignorance and dulimess will always 
remain a chief menace to society.”

Ask That Places Be Shut. 

“The citizens of Worth who are inter- 
ested have called on me to present, the 
situation to you again and ask that you 
summarily close these places, which you 
Lave a right cud which Is your duty to 
do.”’ 

Mr. Lyle also carried a letter in per- 
gon to Commissioner John E. Maloney, 
chairman of the judiciary committee of 
the county board, Calling his attention 
to certain violators of the law, who have 
applied for renewal of their licenses.
